“THE ORLEANS HEN HAWKS” 


INOTHING through the years of this theatre’s existence has 

added more to its charming surroundings than the old 
fashioned oil street lamps (now electrified) that line the Play- 
house driveway along with the rose-clad rustic fence. 





Most of us at one time or another have paused to pay par- 
ticular and appreciative attention to these ancient beacons that 
have, indeed, become nationally recognized as one of the most 
distinctive feafures of “America’s Most Famous Summer The- 
atre.’ The true and colorful history of the lamps, however, is 
too little known even to many of our oldest subscribers. 


Thanks to Jack Johnson, publisher of the Cape Codder, the 
real story of the lights has come from the lips of one of the last 
two surviving members of the old Orleans Street Light Club. 
Here’s the way Mrs. Addie J. Nickerson, spry little Orleans 
lady, 90 years young, tells it: 





“The Club was the polite name for the group of us women 
who were called “The Orleans Hen Hawks.” Seems that one 
night at Rebekahs’ meeting we womenfolk decided the town 
was getting big enough for street lights. That was in 1911. So we planned to get up an 
entertainment to raise funds to buy the lights. A Mr. Newton came along with a play 
to produce and promised ten per cent if we’d put it on. That way we made $90 and 
bought our first street lights. 


“We set up 25 lights, but didn’t have enough money to maintain them, so we an- 
nounced that anyone could have one in front of his house if he kept it lighted. As an 
economy measure, we ruled ‘no lights’ on moonlight nights. 


“Our club began to attract attention. It was probably the only street system in the 
world controlled completely by women at that time. There was only one male in our 
midst, ‘Josh’ Northup who went up and down the streets of Orleans with ladder, oil and 
matches—the Hen Hawks’ lamplighter. 


“Now, about the Hen Hawks part. We went around asking the men who owned poul- 
try to let us have fowl for chicken pie suppers. From these our treasury began to grow 
and we soon became a going business. That’s how we got the less polite title, but none 
of us minded. We were so pleased with the lights. We started to charge 25 cents for 
membership in the club and then we hired a room over the old theater where we went 
and sewed articles for sale. 


“Some years later the first electric lights were put up by Anna Coffin’s husband for 
the Cape and Vineyard Electric Company. Anna is the only other member left of our 
original club. The treasury still goes on up in a Falmouth bank, drawing interest, I sup- 
pose, on an old balance we had of $2,500. What’s to come of it nobody seems to know.” 


That’s the story of the origin of the Playhouse lamps. When the late Raymond Moore 
and Mrs. Hayden Richardson, founders of the theatre, heard of it back in the late °20’s, 
they lost no time making negotiations for the dicsarded street lamps. They soon pur- 
chased them and placed them where you see them tonight.

A Symphony of Strings 


ONIGHT’S music was composed by Van 

- Williams, one of our assistant stage 
managers who has just graduated from 
the Yale Drama School. Van has been 
torn between music and the theatre, but 
wisely decided that it would be very use- 
ful for an actor to have another art to 
fall back on when Broadway engagements 
were spotty. He first played the harp 
here at the Playhouse during “Caesar and 
Cleopatra.” This was backstage, and the 
haunting melody that our audiences re- 
membered was one of Van’s own compo- 
sitions, done especially for the produc- 
tion. Last week he played a medley of 
Miss Lawrence’s numbers which he ar- 
ranged for her play “Traveller’s Joy,” 
and this week he is again out of sight, 
but very much in the mind of the audi- 
ence for the lovely melodies which he 
has composed for “Dear Brutus.” Van’s 
music adds much to the audience’s en- 
joyment, and his only worry is that with 
the changeable damp weather on the 
Cape, the audience will some night hear 
the unhappy sound of a breaking string. 
He has already advised a harp company 
in New York to warn their people against 
bringing their instruments to a seaside 
resort.

ummer theatre—the straw hat or citro-. 
nella circuit—is in full swing, and pros- - 


pects are for the best season in years. 
More than 175 playhouses have opened 
the barn doors to parade a total of 1,500 
performers before paying customers and 
other forms of wildlife that follow the 
circuit. Accommodations range all the 
way from converted haylofts to the more 
pretentious pleasure domes that flourish 
on Cape Cod. This year we will even 
have musicals cavorting in tents. The 
groups themselves vary from the tyros 
starting up on the threadbare enthusiasm 
of the moment to the traditionals cele- 
brating their fiftieth anniversaries. 


It all has a timeless and tireless charm. 
As proof, look how many of these barn 
bills offer the proven hits summer after 
summer—the accent always on youth and 
the springtime forever for Henry. Yet, 
our hilltop patron is apt to be much more 
fervent than any winter sophisticate of 
Shubert Alley. Here the theatre is ex- 


tremely intimate. Walk across the lawn 
and you bump into players sprinting 
around to the rear. Inside, every seat is 
close enough not only to hear every line 
but to count them in the face of the per- 
ennial juvenile. 


In town here, the tired business man 
may balk at winter drama because of the 
safari from the suburbs.

sion of a new play—forty are scheduled 
for this summer’s trial. You can diagnose, 
recommend and prophesy for hours—and 
not a registered drama critic within miles 
to say you nay.

ettings by Eugene Fitsch—is a very 
J familiar credit line to all Playhouse 
audiences. Over the years the wide varie- 
ty of handsome sets have added much to 
the professional excellence of the produc- 
tions, and the majority of them have been 
done by Gene. 


He first came to Dennis in 1929 when 
Raymond Moore asked Cleon Throckmor- 
ton to suggest a professional designer for 
“The Cape Cod Follies,’ a musical that 
was to go on to New York. Throckmorton 
sent a young man from his studio, Eugene 
Fitsch. Since then he has been our regu- 
lar designer, with the exception of a few 
summers which he reserved to follow his 
first love—painting and lithography. 


A well known artist and one of the 
country’s foremost lithographers, he has 
had ten one-man shows in New York. At 
nineteen he left his home in Alsace and 
came to live with relatives in Buffalo. Al- 
ready a skilled bookbinder, he worked in 
the Buffalo Public Library and attended 
night classes at the Albright Art Gallery. 
His work attracted much attention and 
won him a scholarship to the Art Stu- 
dent’s League in New York, where he

later taught for ten years. His works are 
in the Metropolitan Art Museum, the mu- 
seums in Denver, Philadelphia, and 
Brooklyn the Modern Art Museum, the 
New York Public Library, and in many 
well known private collections. 


While he was studying, his uncle felt 
that he needed a steady profession to en- 





able him to go on with his painting, so 
he urged him to work for a scenic artist. 
He went into Lash’s studio where he 
started his career by painting ads on the 
old oleo curtains. One backdrop led to 
another, and Eugene found himself with 
a profession that has kept him busy for 
almost thirty years. Known as one of the 
finest craftsmen in the painting of scen- 
ery, he lectured on this subject last winter 
at the Yale Drama School. ; 


Besides working in most of the major 
New York scenic studios, he has designed 
sets for Broadway productions and for 
stock companies in Louisville, Pittsburgh, 
Milwaukee, Baltimore, and Denver. Some 
of his first designs were used by the orig-

this week to see and hear him as the 
Captain Warrington in Victor Herbert’s 
“Naughty Marietta.” It is Jim’s first big 
assignment since his Music Circus debut. 
It is a great moment indeed, for this 
deserving gentleman and a great treat. 
too, for this week’s audiences. 

When he so kindly offered to sing dur- 
ing a Sunday morning service at the Fed- 
erated Church in Hyannis early this sum- 
mer, worshippers were deeply moved. If 
Jim seemed truly in place in the church 
it was no surprise to those who knew his 
background. The clear strong Hawthorne 
voice first asserted its pure qualities when 
Jim sang as a boy soprano in many of the 
great churches of Southern Ontario. 

A native of Northern England, Jim 
grew up in Peterboro, Ont., outside Tor- 
onto. At 17 he entered the Naval College 
and soon enlisted in the Royal Navy. For 
six months he sang in a Canadian Navy 
musical—his first exposure to show busi- 
ness. Then came the grim business of 
World War II in which Jim distinguished 
himself as a Naval lieutenant. He was 
one of the heroic forces to make the 
great African invasion at Casa Blanca 
and continued serving throughout the en- 
tire war in the Atlantic Theatre of Naval 
operations. 

When he hung up his uniform, Lieuten- 
ant Jim Hawthorne decided to make 
music his life profession. To finance voice 
studies in New York, Jim worked behind 
a drug store soda fountain, for Canadian 
laws prohibited his taking necessary funds 
out of the Dominion. Came the big 
Broadway break that every young aspir- 
ing singer and actor works and prays for. 
“The Red Mill,” “Sweethearts” and “In- 
side USA” were among the shows he ap- 
peared in before being cast for the part 
of Hamilton Steves, the Marine corporal,

Muni. In recent years, Mr, Aherne has 
spent much of his time overseeing his 
extensive vineyards in California where 
he raises Thompson seedless grapes which 
are shipped to the Eastern markets under 
his own name. But there is little chance 
that his vineyards will lure him away 
from the stage—he has been behind pro- 
fessional footlights since he was ten years 
old, and he thoroughly enjoys acting in 
all mediums. 


ELEN CRAIG (Mrs. Dearth) had her 

name in lights on Broadway and in 
newsprint across the country for not 
speaking a line. Her beautiful luminous ~ 
performance of the mute girl in “Johnny 
Belinda” brought hosannahs from the 
critics. Up to this time she had not been 
unnoticed—she had replaced three ac- 
tresses with distinction—Martha Sleeper 
in “Russet Mantle,’ Margaret Webster as 
Mary Magdalene in “Family Portrait,” 
and Leontovich in “Unconquered.” Miss 
Craig was well prepared for a Broadway 
career having appeared in about forty- 
five different roles at the Hedgerow The- 
atre under Jasper Deeter’s direction and 
the Pasadena Playhouse. Her first movie, 
“The Keys of the Kingdom” won her the 
praise of preview audiences but after the 
running time of the film was trimmed for 
general release, her scenes landed on the 
cutting room floor.

He showed 
great talent and became one of the White 
Way’s most popular leading men, playing 
with Tallulah Bankhead, Ethel Barry- 
more, Laurette Taylor, Pauline Lord, 
Helen Hayes and Gertrude Lawrence.
